T h J ’majority o f historians seem to consider that the 


m ost important object in com piling facts is chronological 


accuracy. 
T h ey exerci)

tion in the com position o f iheir w orks. 
A ll those facts 


w hich do not serve to elucidate som e im portant princi­ 


ple in philosophy, are better forgotten than rem em bered. 


T h o se lacts w hich serve to illustrate the principles o f 


hum an action, w hich are also the natural law s o f gov­ 


ernm ent, morals and civil so ciety , are all the essentials 


o f history. C hronology is no further useful than it serves 


to place causes and etlects in their right relative position. 


H istory ought never to be studied as an exercise o f the 


m em ory, but as an exercise o f the reasoning pow ers ; 


not for the purpose o f storing the m em ory w ith facts, 


but the mind w ith philosophy. 
T h e reader should never 


attem pt to rem em ber any thing m ore than w hat forces 


itse lf upon the m em ory without any 
eflbrt. 


L e a d i n g ^ r i^ ^ ^ ’- T h e r e is danger in directing the 


hum an mind too carefully by leading strings. 
T h e cu ­ 


riosity should be aw akened and stim ulated, but the 


m ental faculties them selves should not receive m ore as­ 


sistance than is necessary to insure their progres.s in 


k n ow led ge. 
Hy sim ply inspiring the m ind with a thirs^ 


for k n ow led ge, vvc aid the m ental progress o f the pupil ; 


but by furnishing the mind w ith the ideas and the opin­ 


ions w hich it should em hrace, w e crow d it with infor- 


m atum without slreugtheniag its faculties. 
U e thereby 


convert it into a m ete intellectual m ucbine. W e destroy 


the individuality of its character and m odes o f ihm km g. 


T h is is the giinerai consequence o f filling every school 


book w ith questions and answ ers. 
1 hey inform the 


pupils too m inutely what they should study and rem em - 


her 
T h ey leave loo little to be perform ed by the un­ 


aided eftbrls of the m ind, and thus leave its pow ers of 


investigation uncultivated. 
T h ey render the taste and 


genius o f the pupils subservient to the precision Oi arbi- , 


bitrary rules and m ethods.
